“A”’  COUNTERMARK 

The  (list  inguished  Brazilian  numismatist,  Kurt  Prober , whose  referena  work  on 
llie  coins  of  Guatemala  has  been  the  standard  catalog  for  the  past  decade,  believes 
that  this  countermark  was  not  used  in  Guatemala.  Instead,  citing  other  authorities, 
lie  is  convinced  that  during  the  war  between  Guatemala  and  El  Salvador  in  1860-63 
this  countermark  of  a capital  “ R ” within  a circle  of  21  pearls  was  used  by  El 
Salvador  to  signify  “ rehabilitado,”  con  verting  the  available  Guatemalan  money 
lo  lawful  money  of  El  Salvador.  Tin  cataloguer  is  wclined  to  agr<  < with  Mr.  Pro 
her,  but  these  are  listed  here  for  convenience. 

Also  adiled  are  Two  Brazilian  copper  coins  with  a similar  countermark.  Mon  in 
formal  ion  is  wanted  about  this  c/m  which  is  a slightly  wider  “ R ” in  a circle  of 
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77  pearls.  This  countermark  is  not  listed  in  Bursio,  nor  in  either  of  the  two  major 
Brasilian  catalogs.

The  early  1920's  saw  the  collapse  of  the  peso  as  a useful  monetary  unit.  On  No- 
vember 26,  1924  a decree  was  issued  creating  the  Quetzal  as  the  base  of  the  new 
monetary  system.  Exchangeable  with  the  old  peso  at  a rate  of  one  for  sixty,  it 
was  established  at  par  with  the  U.S.  dollar.  In  1925  the  Philadelphia  mint  struck 
the  following  coins  of  0.720  fine  silver  for  Guatemala  :

1/4  Quetzal  1160,000
